And that 
thou thy ſelte mayſt be both the witneſle 
and the publiſher of this, which I haue+ 
laid, be thou cured; that thy ſuddaine re- 
coueric of {o long a ticknes may giuecredit 
Vito the miracic . And when ſhe had ſpo- 
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ken thus ynto him, the mounted vp to- 
wards hcaucn, leauin & accrtaine ncauen- 
ly odour bciind her ia the houſe . And 
that it was not the failacic ofa dreame, or 
ofa diſtracted mind, but-a true viſion in- 
deed, the cucnt of the thing did ſhew . For 
the Biſhop avwakingbetwcene toy & feare, 
began to be all bedewed with ſweat, and 
perceiuing that the feuer was ſodainly gon, 
arolclate and found out of his bed. And 
concciuing no lefle joy for the tidings of 
tlic Hauic of Nazareth then for his owne 
recoueric, hc fetl downe on his knees, and 
liiting vp both eyes and handes to heauen,

mother tor the double benefit, greatly re- 
10ycing that they had youchſafed to be- 
ſtow lo great agitt on him ſelec, on hiscon- 


trey & people. Aﬀſoone therfore, as it was 


day,with excceding gladnes he came forth 
among the people, and being a man of that 
age, he torgot grauitie and authoritic, and 
like to one diſtracted, began to runne yp 
and downe the {treetes,the Courtes & by- 
wayes, dcciaring his nightes viſion to as 
many as he mette, knowne or vnknowne, 
and cuery where publiſhing that gifte of 
God, and his B. mother, as well common 
to all, as peouliar to him ſclfe.. And ſuch 
Was 
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was his yoyce and countenance, ſuch fer- 
uour of mind appeared in his eyes,as might 
cafily giue credit to his ſpeaches. Wher- 


- unto was added an yndoubted argument, 


to witt, ſuddaine health of body & ſregth 
in him, who before was ſo cruelly aflicted 
with along and grieuous feuer, that the 0- 
ther day he was knowne to be in excec- 
ding danger , And afloone as this newes 
was dinulged amog the greater part of the 
Inhabitats of thittowne ; fortawith great 
concourle was madcynto the Biſhop, and 
ſtriuinglywith one common yoyce, they 
extolled the heauely gitt, in token of thaks 
giving to God & his B. mother. As chiefe 
among the congratulatours and reioycers, 
went the Biſhop him leife, exulting with 
10y,and making haſt to ſee the natiue houſe 
or the B. Virgin . Whither afloone as he 
came , he yery reuerentiy performed the 
Vow which he had made: whoſe religi- 
ous example imprinted greater deuotion 
in the hartes of mortall men, ſpecially be- 
cauſe he him ſelfe the' authour therof was 
no yaine man, nor an yncertaine reporte 
noyled abroad . Wherupon this moſt ho- 
ly houſe (illuſtrious for miracles) was day- 
ly celebrated and reuerenced of the Inha= 
bitants with greater dcuotion . Newes 
; wo wheral 
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wheroffirſt paſſed to the bordering, then 
to places {ar remote, and 1n ſhort time all

> E RY happily at that time, 
M/Z Nwolas Frangipanea man of the 
\* {22 chiciclt nobilitic of Rome, for

Great Ban) goucrned that Countrey where 
this miracle happened,'who aiſo was Lord 
o: Terſat and Flumen : and being not a little 
moued both with the miracle which hap- 
pcned 6n his land, as allo with the relation 
and (uddaine recoueric of Alexander the Bi- 
ſhop, at firſt he was amazed therat . But 
a*terward reioycingthat the heauenly gift 
had (cated it (cite happily in his Iurifdi- 
' (tion

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Rion, he haſtencd (pedily vnto the moun- 

taine, and dctcrmined to reucrence and a- 

dorne the mot; Sacrea Houte , with ſuch 
| giſtesas Was behoouctuli tor him. But be- 
 caule the itragencs of the thing patlcd the 
memoric, and the greatnes, the belicte of 
man, he thought good that lo ynwonted 
and ynknowne a miracie with diligence 
wasto be inquired of: for he 1carcd leſt 
their credwiitie might be ſuſpetted of o- 
thers, or that ſonotable a thing, might be 
of greater admiratio then credit with po- 
ſteritie . Wherupon coſuiting therof with 
the Biſhop, they determincd to tend cer- 
taine men into Galtey, to inquire: out the 
matter with great care. Amog all the peo- 
ple, toure ot approued credit.and yertue, 
were choſen, wherof A4:exander the Biſhop 
was one, whom they lent to Nazareth,com- 
maunding them to bring them word of 
all that they found concerning the natiue 
Houle of the B. Virgin : who without de-.

cher of Chriſt at Hreriſale. From whence 
With publicke paſport, and guarded with 
of Mens aſtrong 
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a ſtrong company ofarmed men, they con- 
tinucd their 1arney to Nazareth, a Cittie of 
Galzley, the end of their traucll ; where care- 
fully inquiring of the inhabitats(not Chri- 
ſtiansſo much in cfte, as in word ) they 
afſured them that the natiue Houſe of the 
B. Virgin, was taken thencenot long be- 
fore; and brought them to the Church, 
which long agone Helenerhe Empretle cau- 
ſed to be made to inuirone theſacred houſe 
that they them fſelues might behold the 
ruines therof miraculouily broken downe. 
They allo thewed them the floore, where 
the ſacred houſe had ſtood,that they might 
likewiſe view the foundations, & the late 
impreſſions of the houle which was taken 
thence. Waherupon meaſuring the length 
and the breadth of the floore, & the thick- 
nes of the foundatios, they found all things 


exactly to agree with the mealſures'of the

For as ſoone as it 
was knowne and publithed abroad, that 
the diuine pledge, & the moſt Sacred Cell 
of the B. Vergin Wascarried to ſome other 
place, in yery deed the admiration of ſo 
ſtrange and ynexpected newes ſtrooke the 
people of Terſatt and the borderers thera 
bout into great aſtoniſhment, being ſo mo- 
ued with the deſire which they had ynto 
it, that they ranne to and fro like diſtra- 
$ ctcd people, and all their countrey ouer, 
$ ſughtand inquired after the gift, which 
Almightic God had giuen and taken from 
them againe .

gan toly in ambuſh in places compatled a- 
bout with thicke buſhes: From whence 
ruſhing forth, they tooke the Pilgrimes as 
they went vnto it, {ett on them ynawares, 
robbed them of their money and cioathes, 
yea and of their liuesalfo, itlo be they re- 
lifted by force. Wherby in ſhort ſpace ail 
that Wood being infeſted and notorioutily 
reproached with robberies and murders, 
was reduced toa wildernes, by realon that 
the Piigrimes were frighted thence: and 
the reucrence .and devotion of this hol 
place waxing daily lefle and lefle, the moit 
ſacred Houle it ſelte departed thence . For 
Almightie God thinking it an indignitic, 
that the malice of the infernall enemie 
ſhould turne to the deſtructio. of mankind, 
the refuge which he had prouided for their 
auation ; he choſe a ſafer and a fitter ſeat 
for Pilgrimes, for his owne, and his B.mo- 
thers little Houſe. There wasa littic hiil 
not very ſteepy almoſt a mile from that | 
Place, neerer to Recanats, and.not far from 
ne high Way , whither the ſacred Houfe 
vas carried on high by Angells and piaced 
D in the 
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in the top therof, about cight monethes 
after it was ſeated in the wood. Two bro- | 
thers of Recanati poſlcfled the ſaid hill in | 
common with mutuall agreement, and ta-= *7 
king exceding ioy in the heauenly gift, be- 
gan to reuercnce the molt ſacred Houle, 
with brotherlike endeuours « And as the 
mutation of the place, and the fame of the 
ncw miracle increaſed admiration, lo like- 
wile the deuotion of the inhabitants and 
ſtrangers. For afloone as it was spread a- 
broad , that the Houſe of Loreto had chan- 
ged her placc, & forſaken t he wood, which 
was infeſted with robberies, & ſeated it 
ſelfe on a hill free fro theeues & conuenient 
for pilgrimes ;forthwith it enkindled a de- 
fre in the adioining people to reuifit it . 
| Therforecither to recompence the. benefit 
% of {o greate a good omitted for feare of 
[ theeues, orels coucting to {ce with their 
eyes thenew migration, which they heard 
reported wita their cares, many flocked 
vnto it from all partes with great willing- 
nes: wherof diters had worſhipped the 
ES {ume houſelately in the wood, which now 
| _ theyreuerence out of the ſame in the top 
of the hill, to their great admiration and 
A wonder. For which cauſe, with yowes 


and feruent prayer, the inhabitants did co- 
Tk rending!y

tendingly reuerence this moſt holy Chap- 
pell, vencrabie as well for ancient wonders 
as laſtly tor the miracle of her changed ſcat. 
And cuery one ior h1s owne particular, 
caue Almightie God and his B. mother 
great thankes, that they had not remooued 
the moſt religious ſcat, defiied with robbe- 
rics and murders, to ſome other p'ace; but 
had ſcatcd it on a ſafe ,hill, conucnient for 
rhe deuotion of Pilgrims. Wherby the mul- 
titude of Pilgrimes daily increaſing , in- 
creaſed allo the celebritic of the Sacred 
Houle, that the walles began to be couered 
with votiue tables, with Images of wax, 
with precious hangings, and the Altar to- 
be heaped with giſtes and money . But the 
wealth of tne ſacred Chappell thus increa- 
ſing,lcflened their deuotion, whoſe feruour 
ſhould chiefly haue increaſed. So that 
auaricenow againe, made the a- 

boade therof ſhorter in the 

hill, then it had

And there letted not much, that two bro- 
thers had not defiled them lclues, and the 
moſt maiclticall Cell of the mother of God 
with brothers bloud ( for nothingis ſo ho- 
ly that auaricedefileth not : ) had not God 
preuented {o great wickednes, by taking 
away the occation therof , Wherfore be- 
ing no lefle oftended with the diſcord of 
theſe brothers, then with the robberies 
which were chmmitted in the wood, he 
remoued his mothers Houle ynto the next 
hill towardes the ſea, being about an ar- 
rowes flight from that place, and ſeated it 
J in the very high way that gocth to the ha- 
J ucn of Recanats, being allo about two miles 
$ from the (ca; fo the cauſe both of diſcord 
y and theft was taken away , & at laſt a ſted- 
faſt and firmeremayning ſeat was giuen to 
the molt ſacred Houle , which ſtood but a 
few monethes in the hill of the two bro- 
thers.

This 
Houſe which now is honoured in P:cene, 
with ſo great concourſe of mortall men, 
was lately reuerenced in Dalmatia, With al- 
molt the like endeuours of our people. This 
nattue Houſe ofthe B. Virgin was fir{t co- 
ied by heauenly power jon Galtley into 
SMauome, that afterward the Prentiangmight 
baue it brought vato them out of Dalmatia 
tlelfe.

But the induſtrie of the 
Dalmatians (upplicd the want of the Citti- 
zens of Recanatt; For the Flumentians borde- 
ring on Terſatt, in time af Pope Leo the 10. 
did giue no {mall light to the firſt begin- 
ning of the hiſtoric of Loreto, ſending Poſe 
things to the people of Recanatz, figned in 
writing, which they found in the ancient 
Chronicles of their forcfathers , concer- 
ning the firſt remoouall of this moſt ſacred 
Houſe into Dalmatza, their inquiſition, re- 
uerence, & the miracles of the ſame. Wher- 
ofthe Cittizens of Recanarz certified Leo the 
Popc,as witnetleth Hrerome Angelita, who at 
that very time, was Secrctaric to the Cit- 
ticof Recanatt, and afterward dedicated his 
hiſtorie of Lorero ( where he deliuered theſe 
thinges to poſteritic) to Clement the V IT. 
Colin-german to Leo, and partaker of his | 
lecrets . So hauing followed Aneelita, an 
authour of no ſmall reputation and credit, 
out of the chronicles of Sclauonrs, we haue 
collected the firſt part of this hiſtoric, ad- 
ding therunto out of the proper monumets.

Martin 
therfore bringing peace andquictnes to the 
Church, defired nothing more, then to 
leaue the Houle of Loreto (tamous for mira- 
cles and wonders ) graced with ſome gift 
of his: wherupon granting many & great 
Indulgences to the moſt ſacred Houle, he 
inuited all to viſit & reuerence the-Chap- 
pell of Loreto, chiefly in the moneth of Sep- 
tember , Moreouer about the 20. yearec of 
that age, this benefit heaugmented with 
an other, inſtituting folemne faires at Reca- 
natt,to the praiſe, glory,and honour of the B.Vsrgm of 
Loreto ( as in the Apoſtolicke Breue he de- 
liuercth) ayming at that which prooucd 
true , that by propinquitie and neerencs 
ofthe places the celebritic of the mart of 
Recanat! , would allo increal(c the celcbritic 
ofthe Houle of Loreto: ſeeing the choiſe of 
wares might draw the bordering peopu, 
and Indulgences of finnes, thoſe marchants

For which cauſe many of the 
Roman B1shops , our Predeceſſours , but chiefly Paul 
the ſecond, X-y(tus the fourth , and Iulius the ſe- 
cond, of happte memorte, haung oreat reaſon to be 
exceedingly denoted to the ſacred Virgin, to make 
the Chiſt:2 people more acceptable to Almrohtie God 
and his B, Mother, adorned with dzuers , but chiefly 
with ſpiritual giftes, the Church of T,orcto, 
which hath increaſed by ſo great a maracle, - 
and daily doth increaſe. And the

adorned two Oratories of the Church | 


with turrets, which he cauſed to be gar- 
niſhed about with checker worke , and 
applied his mind to adorne the moſt ſacred 
Cell it ſelfe: yet he thought it not good to 
beautifie the ſacred walls on the inſide, that 
there might be no other ornature m them, 
beſides the very walles,which the habitatio 
and touchings of Chriſt and the B . Virgin 
A did inough and abundantly adorne. Ende- 
TT wouring therfore to adorne the moſt ſacred 
1 Chappell magnificently on the outſide (and 


the ituffe lately prepared by Iuljwtor that 
| purpole 
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parpole prouoking him on) he conceiued 
inÞis mind ſo ſumptuous an ornament, as 
might well beſeeme the B. Virigin Mother 
of God,the Roman Biſhop the vicar of 
Chriſt, and the maicſtic a religion ofthe 
place it ſelfe, as far forth as the imbecillity 
and weaknes of man could attaine ynto. 

| Wherupon he comitted the drawing of the 
modell of this worke to Sanſoumno a notable 
Architect & Statuaric of thoſe tifes,coma- 
ding him todcliuer his owne __ therof, 
for that he purpoſcd to go about (uch a 
peece of worke , as-in a ſmall {ubic& he 
might happily excell all the magnificence 
of his time . Thi induſtric of the wile Ar- 
chite, did not faile the Princely mind of 
the Pope, for hedrew ſucha forme, as was 
an{werable to Leo his wiſhes, who was as 
diligent to finiſh the worke it ſelfe, as to 
defire and approue the modell. But becauſe 
there was not inough of the richeſt marble, 
and the forme deſcribed required great pee- 
ces of the ſame, he commanded that they 
ſhould be fetched from Carrara( which isa 

quarrey of white marble of moſt eſtimatia 
mall Liguria) &not regarding the charges, 
te tooke order that Ligurian marble ſhould 

belayd into veſlells, to be brought about a 

long circuit ( for it muſt necdes be conueyed 
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by the Inferi, and Saperum (eas, almoſt all the. ſh <, 
coaſt of 1taty, as long asit is) which at lalt 
being ynladen cither at Ancona, orels at the 
hauen of Recanati, were tarried to Loreto in 
cartes, where they were polithed with the 
antique worke of the Greekes and Romans, 
by the rarcſt workmen of that age, hired 
with great expences. Meane while Leo be- 
Thegift ſtowed no {mall benefit on the Church of 
2 Toreto,to increaſe the maieſtic and religion 
of theplace. For to make the repreſentatis 
Cod. of the Scate of Loreto more maieſticall, he 
Halt made Peter Antonig -Perotto the Gouernour, 
when hecelebrated Maſle, the more venera- 
blenotonely with Epzilcopall, but alſo wich 
other ornature and attire: and grated ynto 
him, wht hefaid Male, to blcile the people 
with Epiſcopall authoritie and priuiledge, 
Neither was Leo morecarefull to adorne the 
Prelate of Lorero, then the Altar with Pon- 
tificall gifts. Foure filuer Candleſticks ofa 


cubiteand a halfe, parcel] guilt, and ingraue 
with curious worke, K 68 5O . pound 
weight, & aſquare Canopy, were the wor- 
thy Donariesof Leo. About the ſame time 
the Houle of Loreto was honoured with 0-

The Marquefſc of Mantua;veftmets 
for tae Prieſt & Miniſters ſacrificing with 
lo!cmnitic, made offiluerand gold. And 0- 
thers preſcnted other Donaries; who al- 
thdugh they were noble pertonages : yet 
they defired to haue their names concealed 
in their gl ts,0: which theſe be the cheitelt, - 
Aitucr ftatua ofthe B. Virgin, with the 
Image of the moſt ſweet child IESYS, 
hoiding a globe in his hand, of 8. pound 
weight. To this was added another of ec- 
quail weight & like faſhion, differing onely 
11 this, that Chriſt the little Childe doth 
itt in his mothers lappe, holdinga peare in 
his right hand .

ſuch ſpectacles, & reucrenced the mother of 
God with lefle'care,the they ought to haue 
donne, they were at laſt remoned| thence. 
Yet in time of Pope Paul the TI TI. by occali- 
on of ſtrengthening the piers whicn ht

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port the thole,the rafter on which they did | 
hang, being by chanice caſt Yowne, it was 
decreed, that a Preift holding vp his bow- 
ellswith his hand, and a ſhortnarration-of 
the whole matter, ſhould be exprefled in a 
table, to preſerue the memory of fo great a 
miracle to. poſteritie, and (ett yp in the 

| Church forall to 'beholde, which at this 
| dayis there to be ſeene. And the miracle 
it ſelfe is ſo witnetled, that it is wickednes 
to doubt therof. For many do yetliue, who 
affirme that the felues haue feene the bow<- 
els, which were made of wood, and hatc 
heard manyof the Inhabirantsreport, that 
they had ſcene the very bowells of the - 
DalmatianPrieſt, when they were

Ccll of Loreto, attempted ſo great a wicked- 
nes, with no ices 106 ro did Moho- 
met his yncle long before. For being put- 
fed vp with his owne, and with the yidto- 
rics of his anceſtours, he had almoſt all the 
ſeas peitercd with his nauies, purpoſing to 
ſubdue all Europe, and the fardceſt partesof 
the Welt, vnto his Empyre . Wherupon 
through his command, a great nauic of Pr 
rates arriued in Italy, & after they had ran- 
ſackt the ſhores of Dalmatia and Apulia, they c 
fayled into Picene, hoping to: get the ſpoilc 
of Loreto; where landing their men, = ta- 

1-1 ing 
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king the Caſtle of the haue of Recanats, they 
defued and detaced the houſes with (laugh- 
tcr and with fire, and ſeeing thatnone did 
beare armes againſt them, the niiſcreants 
made haft ro Lorezoitlelfe . But they quick- 
ly percejued that the Sacred Houſe(torfaks 
of mortall ayde) was protected & guarded 
with heauenly defedants: for the yery fight 
oftne Houſe of Loreto, ſtroke ſo great dread 
into them, thatont of hand forgoing their 
attempt, they retyred backe ynto their na- 
uie, nothing atail doubting, but that yery 

' Houle, deare to heauen it lelte, was defen- 
ded by theceleſtiall power. And Sclime the 
author of thisattempted miſcheite, nor log 
after periſhed of the canker, miſcrably con- 

ſumed by the wrath of God, with a moſt 

filthy and lothſome difcaſc. Yet this mil- 

fortunate end of Sch;re, did not rcpreſle the 

boldneſſe.of others: for afterwards certaine 
that had beene Captivics in 'Turkie, eſca- 
ping by flight, and comming to Loreto to 
pertorme their yowes to the B. Virgin, re- 
ported that the Archpyrats whome them- 

[cues had ſcrued, ſudry times let forth to- 

wards Loreto With a furniſhed nauic, inten- 

ling to robbe and to ſpoile the Church, 

But aſſoone as they came in fight of the 


noſt ſacred Houſe, they were brought into 
| N fuch 
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ſuch ſuddaine feare by miracle, that they 
werecompclled to retire, cofef{h1ng indeede, 
k that there was ſome lecret diuine power: 
wherby audacity turned to yencratio. For 
when this wonder was diuulgated and 
knowne among the Barbarians, trom that 
time theſkulking Pyrats which robbed on 
the ſhores of Picene, durit ſcarce attempt any 
hoſtility, in ſight of the Houle of Loreto, 
much lcfle approach to ranlacke the Houle 
 itlclie. Once onely two Turkiſh Gallies 
preluming to take a prey out of the territo-. 
ries of Loreto, preſently perceiued, that the 
B. Virgin Mother of Goddid revenge her 
owne goods. For the ſame day being take 
dy Caraletto Captaine of the Venetian fleete, 
they were hanged: all the prey reco- 
ucred: & the good of Loretocltabli- 
thcd by the death of thoſe bar- 
barous pcople.

CHAP, XX 


* Bovr the ſame time by the 
4 protection ot Almightic God 
the Houle of Loreto remained 
vntoucht , not oncely trom the 
power of tne Barbajzans, but al- 
ſo from the couctoulnetle of Chrittialcul> yg, 
dicrs. Francis Maitz Duke of rye, being Laur, 
latcly depriued ot his Signioric by Leo the Ryer, 
X. and aitcrward recoucring it againe by 
armes, yoluntarily oucrranne the Coun- 

trey of Pcene, With great ſpoile, to reucnge, 

as he gaue out, the wrong tac Pepe had done 

him. His armie was leuicd of the riltrattc 

of many nations, among waome tnere was 

neither manners, nor common language, 

and a prey was more cltecmed then religt- 

on, {o that by the Dukes owne.comand- 

ment, it could neither be well goucrned, 

nor by any meanes petluaded trom comit- 
tingoflacriledge. For many of the Cap- 

faines and Centurions hauing long and ve= 
hemently deſired the ſacred treaſures of Lo- 
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_ 7eto, dealt by meſflengers ſecretly among the 
{ciues to take them by violence, and ot pur- 
pole ſtayed all night at Monte-Faltrano not 
tarretrom Lorcto, purpoſing to ranſacke the 
Houle of Lore:odcititute of detence, asloone ſ 
asthe day appeared . The wicked dcefign« y 
ment.oi the armie was not vnknowne to al 
the Duke, both godly and wile. For which © h 
caulc he laboured hard by interpreters to 
aucrt the deſperate Captaines of thole bar- 
barous peop!ie- from their wicked determi- 
nation, and forced to hinder their lewd 
purpolc by his Itatan companies: he did 
all that he could, he laboured to his vtter- 
moſt , toturne their inflamed deſire of rob- 
bing rather an other way. But the cares of 
all being deafe and {topt with auarice, the 
greater part ( as many times it happeneth ) 
ouercame the better, and {ending before 
their [coutes, they. them {clues began to 
march forward beiore .it was clecre day, 
TheDuke difſuaded themagaine, and in- 
tcrmingling threates with taire ſpeeches, 

requelted them to deſiſt from that ſacrilegi- 
ous iourncy : when nothing preuailed, he 
beſought them (if they were relolued to go 
eo Lore 0) to change theirminds to the con- 
trary, and to go to the moſt ſacred Cellot

{ake, as all others did : If they did other- 
wile, he did not only threaten them with 
his, but alſo with the wrath of God, (ct- 
ting beiore them the late examples of the 
Turkes . But having their raindes filled 
with furie and couctouſnes , and reie&ting 

| all good Counſaile, they went forward, ve- 

hemetly defiring to lay hands on the ſpoil, 
which akcadie(in hope & opinion Fly 
had wholy deuoured . The Duke followed 

the Armic, which he could not rule, to mi- 

tigate thelacriledge that he could not hin- 

der . But the protection of the B. Virgin 
wasnot wanting to her moſt ſacred Cell, 

For the ſcoutes who were ſent before, ap- 

proachin gneere to Loreto, and yaunting for 

10y to ſee that all was cleere, ſuddainly a 

multitude of fierce wolues ( that ſauage 

beaſtes might repreſle the ſauageneſle of 
men) ruſhed forth pf the next wood, and 
as1t were in battell order gaue an aſſault 
on the forerunners; deuoured and tore in 
peeces moſt of them, frighted out of their 
witts with the ſuddaine terrour; & made 
thereſt to lic, more deſirous to ſaue them 
clues, then to ſeeke after the prey which 
they went about. Who afſloone as the 

came to the firſt ſquadron, halfe dead wit 

are, with running, and with weariſom-

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nes, and recoucring lome ſparkle of life, 
aiter {o great feare, they opened to the fel- 
loves of their wickednes, the cauſe oftheir 
deſperate Aight and terrour; aduwſed them 
againe and againe, to beware What they 
did: tat God was the Protectour and the 
rcuenger of tne facred Houle of Loreto, that 
ſo great an armie of Wozucs, and ſuch huge 
ſhapes of ſauage bealtes, came not out of 
that wood, but by miracle were let looſe 
on the robbers o: that holy Houſe: nei- 


ther were they to fight ſo much with the 
armie of tho{e beaſtes, as with Cod and his 


Saintes, But the furious guiders ofthe Ar- 
mie,{cofling with {oldicr-like termes at the 
tcrrour of the {contes, as vaine , made haſte 
to lay handes on their intended prey . But 
in very deed afſoone as the ſacred Houle 
ſheweld it [elfe, ſuddainely great feare came 
on ali the armic, and like diſtracted people 
all began to tremble, with the dread that 
Cod itroke into their harts. W herby their 
furie was {o appeaſed, that the authours of 
the wickednes 'remembred them fſelucs: 
and either the wrath of God, or els there- 
ligton of the Church ſo affrighted them, 
that at one inſtant they deſiſted from their 
premeditated theft. But leſt they might 


rcturne againe fo exccutc their intended 
pur- 
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arpoſe, a new miracle happened to them, 
fore this aſtoniſhment was gone. For 
when much ofthe day (as it is (aid) was 
ſpent, a cioud tell ſuddainly from hceauen, 
which by littleand little thickening about 
the Church, tooke away the fight therof, 
when notwithſtanding a!l the places ther- 
about, were bright with rhe ſunne-ſhine : 
which once being calt betore the ſouldicrs 
eyes, mace their mindes 1ummooucable,and 
filled them with ſo great dread that they 
fell downe on their knees,and turning pre- 
ſumption into pictic, intended to go to Lo- 
retoto pacitie the wrath of God, and his 
B. mother. Whither afloone as they came, 
1Cand chiefly the Captaines of the Com- 
panies ) with great deuotion went into the 
ſacred Houle of Loreto, and kneeling downe 
belought pardon of their intended wic- 
kednes. Beſides they honoured the B. Vir- 
gin with giftes, whome they purpolcd to 
haue robbed : fo that they beganne their 
tourney With a mad attempt, but conciu- 
ded it with a happie ending. The Duke 
of /rb;ne being exceeding glad at the vnex- 
pected ifJue of their wickednes, gaue har- 
tie thankes to God & the B. Virgin for the

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labour of many yeares, couid hardly finiſh 
it, Theriore miflikinga thing of fo long 
expeRation, and the better to reſiſt the ſud- 
daine incurſios of the enemies , he copalled "i 
Loreto about with ditches, rampiers, bul- 
warks, and walls, the XX, yeare of this 
age: and planted there many brazen peeces 
for de:ence of the towne, and to keepe of 
theenemie. So the Church of Loreto being 
compatſed about with the fortifications of 
the towne, by furderance of a !ittle hill, 
eucn a far of, hath the true forme of a forti- 
fied Caltie. Thefame wheror did not one- 
ly allure Pilgrims to viſit it, but allo the 
borderers to inhabit it, and quailed the 
Barbarians & others, from attempting any 
miſcheife hereafter againſt it. In this 
meane {caſon Cardnall Roboreo Patron of Lo- carainan 
reto departing this lite, Bernard Cardin:ll _ 3

Clement Was molt [0.1cirous and carci all

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finiſh the mvdtable ornament of the moſt 
matcſticall chappell, with like magniticece 
as Leo had begunne it. Waherunto he was 
incenſcd either with the pietie, orels with 
the honour of his houle, that the ſame ta- 
milic, which had the reputation for Fnder- 
taking the .carucd worke of the Houle of 
Loreto, might allo haue it for finithiug the 
lame. Thertore with great expences he 
hired Antonze Saungall,, Raphacll Bacczo , Nucolas 
Tribulo, and other moit tamous Statuarics of 
that time, and . commanded that Raynerto 
Neruſio of Piſa ſhould be ouerleer of the buil- 
ding of Loreto, but (pecially of that worthy 
worke, thatit might be curioully ftinithed, 
according to the dignitie therot. When tne 
rich marble was for the moſt part carued 
and poliſhed, and thereſt in hand, Nergſio 
beatedowne the bricke walls, which were 
built for a prop to the lacred Cell, and by 
miracle put of and remoued from the ſame 
(as we fd before) and layd them aſide for 
thepeople to beholde. Then leauing like 
lpace betweene, to be a monument of the 
olde miracle, they thought it beſt to inui- 
ron the ſacred Houle with new walles and 
to couer the with the carued marble, that

Helay almoſt 8. houres 
without life, vntill his wife a godly woma, 
| and much deuoted to our B. Lady of Loreto, 
with prayers and yowes had pacificd the 
wrath of allmighty God and his B. Mo- 
ther in behalte of her husband: wherby the 
yitall heate hauing almoſt forſaken all the 
body, was atlaſt reſtored to the ioynts, 8 
breath began-to pafle more freely: ſo that 
Neryſio lifting vp his eyes, and life returning 
vnto him by degrees , knew the {tanders a- 
bout, and comming to himlclfe acculed his 
owne raſhnesandatked help and pardon of 
our B. Lady. Neither in vaine. For his 
finne being forgiuen him and taken away 
by deuotion, did alſo take away the ficknes - 
of the body,that the care might demoſtrate 
the cauſe of the diſeaſe. Aſloone as he re- 
couered, he aduertiſed the Pope of the 
whole matter, and asked his aduiſe what 
was beſt to be done: who being well athu- 
red that the ſaid euill happened ynto hiny 
morethrough to much confidence in him 
lelfe, then the indignation ofthe B. Virgin 
(tempering his comand with godly admo- 

1 O 2 Niti= 
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nitions) perſuaded Neruſio, that ynder the 
authority of the Vicar of God, and without 
any fearcat all, he ſhould go forward with 
the worke which he had begunne;, and feri. 
ouſly admoniſhed him,to digge through the 
ſacred walls, not ſo much with his hammer 
and boldnes, as armed with faſting and ye- 
neration towards the B. Virgin, ſo at laſt 
the thing would ſucceed according to de- 
fire . For it is not to he feared,that the B, 
Virgin Mother of God, willnot hauc her 
Houſe to become a through-fare, who will 
haue it open to Pilgrims, not only without 
their danger, but alfo for their good. But 
the Popes authority it ſe]t could not inforce 
Nerufio,much frightedallready with the late 

cuill of his preſumption, to experience that 
againe, which he aflayed = fikele before, 
with ſo great danger to him ſelfe . At laſt 
 becaulethe Popes command did wyrge, and 
the delay of opening theſe doores hindred 
the building of the worke 5 there was 2 
yong man, who ſcemed nothing fearfull to 
ao it, who relying on the Popes anthoritie, 
and much intreated by his friendes, would 
aduenture the thing. He was one of thc 
Cleargic of the Church of Loreto, and was 
called Ventura Perino ; who arming him ſelfe

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' mer very reuerently to the ſacred wall. A- 
bout ver wh there flocked a multitude of 
ſtrangers and of the Cleargic, theſe ſolici- 
tousof the yong mans contidence, thoſe in 
ſulpence with the expeRatio of the thing. 
But with humble ſupplicatis, Perino is ſaid 
to haue ſpoken thus . Sacred Honſe of the B. 
Virgin , pardon Innocencte , ſor 1 do not digge thee 
through with this hammer, but Clement the Yar 
of God , deſirous of thy ornament : he coueteth to haue 
thee adorned, he, to haue thee a through-fare : Ther- 
fore let 1t pleaſe the Mother of God , which pleaſeth 
the Vicar of God . Hauing prayed thus, he 
digged through the de Liner place of the 
wall without any puniſhment at all. And 
afterward the Maſons (prepared with like 
faſting and reucrence) followed him, itera- 
ting his blowes with ſafetie, and opened 
three dores, Wherof two ginc free entrance 
and regrefſe to the people, and the third 
maketh way for the Pricſtes to the holier 
partof the feered Chappell, where the I- 
mage of the B. Virgin is reuerenced neere 
at hand .

Which was to good 
effect: for not long after, he eſcaped trom

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being in great want, was rclicued with $ 
three thouſand Crownes of the gold and rotes 
filuct of Loreto . So that by double benefit of ”'** 
the B. Virgin of Loreto, Clement e{caped pre- 
ſent danger and neceſſitic, and at laſt dafh- 
ingthe imminent ſ{torme ot war, broughe 

cace. and repoſe to his people . Being de- 
lilbred from danger of lite, and from tcare 
of war, ke thought good, net encly to giue e 
thanks to the B. Virgin of Loreto, but aiſo 
(as much aslay in mans power) torequite 
it. Hauing therfore inueſted Charles the 
V. with the Imperiall Crowne at Bo- 
logna, and returning backe againe to Rome, | 
he came to the Houle of Loreto, to falute 
his Patroneflc and deliuereflc: and perfor- 
ming his yow to God and the B, Virgin 
with harty thanks (that the grace of ſo ma- 
ny merits towards him might not be for- 
votten) he reſolued with Timſelfe by all 
meanes to haſten 6n the building of Loreto, 
& to lolicite the Architeft & maſons ther- 
unto, hauing a ſpeciall deſire to bring the 
Church at keaſt ynto the toppe. To dil- 
patch theſe workes, he repayed the money 
Which he receiued in loane fro the B. Vir- 
gin, wherby in his Popedome, both the 
Biſhops Pallace at Loreto was ſpeedily fore- 
Warded, and alſo a roofe put on the Church 
O 4 - with 
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with the admirablethole, which is as high 
from the rooie, as the rootetrom the groud, 
Meancewhile it was not Clements leait care 
to finiſhthat worthy Crult of the carued 
worke, which (as the beginnings made 
ſhew) wasnot vnlikely to be the moſt cu. 
rious worke of the whole world.

for the integritic of his life. Who at that 
time dedicated to Clement the Pope, the Hi- 
ſtorie of the B. Virgin of Loreto which him 
ſclfe copoled, Thecauſe wherof was this: 
Becaulic about that time, as before hath 
bene ſaid, out of the Chronicles of Flumen, 
certaine Dalmatizns brought to the Citti- 
zens of Recanati, the relation of the tranl- 
portation of the ſacred Houſe, from Galt- 
ley into Dalmatia, and from thence into Pt 
cene . T herfore either by reading the hiſto- 


ricof Angelita,or at the requeſt of his friends 
ys 
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or rather being mooucd by heauenly in» 
ſpiration , Clement had a vehement dcfarc, 
to ſecke ont the remoouall of the ſacred 
Houle in Galley it ſelfe. And albeit he was 
not ignorat that, that yery thing was made 
cuident inough, both by the Dalmatians 
( Frangipane being the authour therof ) as al- 
ſo by the common conſent of Picene, at the 
ſuite of the Cittizes of Recanatz; yet he held 
it to be the: ſpeciall office of the Pope him- 
| (ele; laſt of all by ſpeciall men to ſecke out 
the certaintie of o vnuſuall and almoſt ſo 
incredible a thing, that the authoritic of 
the Pontificall Sea , might confirme other 
folkes endeuours, Tiny to take away all 
doubt out of the hartes of men, if perchace 
any ſhould remaine . Wherupon out of the 
number ofhis familie, he choſe three of his 
Chamber of approued religion and credit, 
whome he commanded to ſet forward, as 
lone as he had giuen them notice what 
they muſt do, and*aboundantly furniſhed 
them with all things neceflaric for them, 
Wiſhing them a happie iourney . Who go- 
Ing to Loreto , and viewing and meaſpring 
the ſacred Houle with It; gent care, ſhip- 
ped them ſelues for Scdlavome. Aﬀoone as 
they came thither , they found a little an- 
Qient houſe like to that of Loreto, _ 
"THE Wit 
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With the monumentes- of miracles; on a 
wall wherof was written, that in times 
paſt the Houſe of Loreto had beene ſcated 
there. Theſe thinges the inhabitantsthem 
- leluesdid thew them , and that they repor- 
ted no yntruth; their true teares cling 
downe aboundantly of zeale was no {mall 
aſſurance; Wherupon the Legates laying 
to their meaſures,” and finding all things 
exactly to agrec,cotinued on their iourney, 
and ariuing in Galtley, came to Nazareth : 
where the inhabitants ſhewed them the 
foundations.of the ſacred Houfe, which 
viewing and meaſuring round about, they 
found all things to accord. Among thele 
Embaſladours, therewas one Iohy N. of $:- 
emma, who thinking to confirme the truth 
of the old miracle with ſome new figne 
brought thence two of the ſtones wherof 
the houles of Nazareth are commonly built: 
which by his naturall forme is like to (late

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' rian turning hatred. into loue, diſmiſſed 
him with all the Tranſuuanma Captiues With- 
out any. ranſome at all. And. at this day 
there 15extantat Loreto,a great:'Tablet;:cu- 
rioully painted, and garnithed' with gold, 
where this very thing is not onely expretl- 
cd in colours, but alſo in writing. About-The fall 
the ſame time,.a'yong noble man called _—_ 
Ferdmando Gonzaga, managing a very fierce ,,,4 
horſc at Mantua, by his forcible ftirring,was Gonga= 
throwne againſt the iro gratesof a Church ga. 
which was hard by, but imploring the 
helpe of our B. Lady of Loreto(a maruailous 
thing'to be ſpoken) he had no harme at all 
nlo-grieuous-and4o dangerous a tall: and 
being very mindfull-ot his vow, he him-. 
felfe brought tothe B. Virgin: of Loreto tor 
agift, the ſiluer Statua of a hor{man, and 
atterward as long as he lined did cotinnally 
,weare about hisnecke afiiuer Image of the 
{aid B. Virgin, either for a monmment of 
that' miracle, or. elſe as. a protection ynto 
him- in the perills of this mortal! life.

' therin vaine: for in great danpers in time 
-of the battaile, the ſoldicrlike man'allwaies 
experienced and felt the fauourable help of 
the'B, Virgin Mother of God: 'Wherfore 
the Pope being. exceeding glad, with the 
nevyes of theſe miracles, and alfo-with the 
pins Rn OT 540g 
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ccrtainty of the remoouall of the Houſe of il | 
Loreto, from Galzley and Dalmatta, began car. 
neltly- to:ſolicite Neruſio, to” finiſh the moſt 
worthy ornament of the ſacred Cell with 
all ſpeed. But it ſcemed otherwiſe ro God, 
who gluing Clement the reputation for de- 
firing to cftect ſo notablea. worke, reſerued 
the honour for finiſhing &ending it toan 
other. Inſctting vp ſo famous an.ornamet, 
and in bringing it to perfection (as much as 
lay in him)notonely, hisdiligence, but ally 
his magniticece wasſo remarkable,thatnot 
vnworthily fame doth report him the aw 
thorof it. And albeit the armes and cn- 
{ignesof Leoarc inſerted in many placesof 
the worke it ſelfe, yet Clement put there no 
monument at all of himſeltc; truely a rare 
example; and pleaſing to God, that doubt- 
les by his prouidece , the glorie of ſo excel 
lent a worke fled from .hani that defired-t,

of Europe,reſort thither to performe their 
yowes atall times of the yeare but ſpe- 
ciallic in the ſpring, and in the Autumne, 
And being to freake of ſo great a Church, 
whence I ſhall beginne I know not : For 
on the one part the exceeding religion of 
the place, and on the other the great we- 
alth -of the. Church doth preſent it (elf 
vnto my minde; ſo that in yerie deede my 
forces do faile me, endeuouring toſpeake 
of that moſt holic and moſt religious cha-- 
ber, where the Queene of Heaueh ,#per- 
petuall Virgin, and Mary the mother of 
God, anda mediatrice ynto her ſonne for 
wretched mortatl men, was borne, and 
brought yp. Where by fortelling of Gabriell 
the Archangell, ſhe was made and called 
the mother of God , where god himſelf 
putt on humane nature, to deliuer ys out 
of the 1avwes ofthe infernall dragon,andto 
ſett open the entrance of the heauenlic 
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kingdome, ſhutte ſo manic ages by the 
default of the parents of mankind . — | 
I haue ſaid ) whence I ſhall beginne the 
_ deſcription of ſucha place, I am ignorant: 
- But. to ſatisfie the godlie and the curious 
reader, I will ſay lomething. Therefore 
firſt of all it 1s not to be doubted , but that 
this is the very chamber, wherethe Quee- 
nc of Heaue wasbrought into this world : 
For beſides moſt certaine monuments of 
writing,which witnes it to be the chaber 
of theB. Virgin mother of God, tranſlated 
hither by Angells ; there is none ſo barba- 
rous and obdurate, none defiled with (o 
. manic-and fo great offences and crimes, 
that in the verje entrace of this ſacred hou- 
ſe (being as it were repleniſhed with the 
preſent religion of the diuine maicſtic ) 
feeleth not his hart to be ſp mollified , thar 
with all deuotion doth not implore the 
helpoof B. Mary, and by her ſuppliantlic 
ntreate pardon of his finnes from Chriſt, 
and trulie me thinkes the power of. God 
doth inforce ther to this verie thing, To 
theſe are added the fignes and miracles 
wrought there by - heauenlie vertue , 
and the benefits beſtowed on them, which 
himblierecurre tothe mother of God for 
help, which not onclie monuments of 
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writing do teſtifie to be true, but alſo gol- 
den, filyer and waxen Images, and vortiuc 
tablets, which (torthe ſpace of manie yea- 
recs and ages alſo ) haue beene gathered and 
heaped togeather. I ſhould be long, i; by 
number, I thou!d rehearle, the-heaucnhe 
wonders and benefits imparted there to 
mortall men,which trulicare lo manic and 
{o greatc , that they may (eeme incredible 
to them, who are not caſilie brought to be- 
licuc thatGod doth heare his mothers prai- 
ers:Xtru'ie Leander hath not deliuered thele

Alſo manic Caſtles, townes 
and Citties of Pxcene, in there ſupplica- 
tious preſented the filuer purtraite ot their 
towne , Whereby at that time, of Citties, 
townes, and Caſtles, there were Images of 
filucr, to the number of eighteene: among 
which the purtraicte of Firmo, of almoit 
twentie pound weight,for faſhion & yalue 
didexcel!, And theſe alſo,the keepers of the 
ſacred houle did lend to other people that 
wanted gold{miths, to be carricd in folene- 
proceſſio , who gaue monie for theip lone. 
| Andeither cuſtome (towit ) of Crownets, 
or of Images of thislort hath ſo preyailed, 
that now it is chicfclic vſed, Neither did 
this godlic vſe contcine it ſelf- in the 
bounds of Picene: for at the ſame time the 
people of Piſaurus,ſenta filuer purtraifte of 
; their towne of curious workmanſhip.But 
that the pictic of Cittics and Contreys 
mightnot be greater then that of Citti- 
zens and ;noble men ; Aſcanius Columna fa- 
mous amog the Peeres of Rome for parentage 
and wealth , brought for a gift to K 4

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B. Virgin, afiluer Image of S. Rocke, of one 
pound weight, anda veltment of cloth of 
filuer for the prieſt , celebrating with ſole. 
 nitie. The. Cardinall ot the Foure-Crowned- 
Martyrs, a head of fijuer, of foure pound 
weight. The Earle Rangonto of Modena, and 
Tobn Francis Boſsius ot Milan,ech of them a fil. 
uer thigh , of one pound weight. Pyrrhu 
 Gomrzaga a toote of the ſame matter and 
weight.Pardus Pappacoda a Neapoletz , his own 
Image of filuer , of double- weight to the 
_ other. Alexander Calgaommno his owne Image 
of ſi:uer engrauen, of three pound weight, 
The Marques Tripaldo , a filuer lampe of 
like weight. The great Phzor of the knights 
of Rhodes an other lampe of the ſame Fi. 
ſtance, but in weight ſome thing greater. 
'Vincent Al/ano o' Perugia , his owne Image 
of ſiluer , oi: X V. pound weight.' There 
were alſo fixteene Images of filuer preſen- 
ted by others, ( whoſe names are not kno- 


wne ) of 77. pound weight. But much be- 


fore all the Donaries of this ttme , was the 
ſi'uer Image of Lewes Giſilardo a Cittizen of 
Bologna, of more than fittic pound weight:

Card.Palmerzo 
ornature for the Altar and the prieſt of 
cloth of golde. The duke of Maeſtricht veſt -

ſtuffe. The Marques Bitonta a veſtment of 
Damaske with workes o*g1lde.

mother of God other ornature , for the 
Altar and the Prieſts,as Crownets of filuer, 
chalices and other ſuch like, which to re- 
hearle were long. But this praiſe was not 
due onelie to men.

their infeftion mighe hurt the healthfull. 
Then from the ſicke, turning his care tothe 
ſound, he crefted an Hoſpitall for poore The ny 
Pilgrimes, where they were well relicued, TC houſs # 
for the ſpace of three dayes , and at their of Loras, 
departure were furniſhed with bread, 
winc,ſhoocs, and money. It is wonderfull 
how much this fame of Hoſpitalitie and 
Chriſtian Charitic, increaſed the deuotion 
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. of ſtrangers, and the wealth of the Church 
of Loreto ; all forraine nations allmoſt re. 
compenſing the benignitic , which Loreto 
beſtowed on their Pilgrims : wherby. we 
may ſee that true liberalitie towards the 
poore, doth rather increate wealth than 
diminifh it. For leſt the fountaine of their 
bountic ſhould be waſted, Almightic God 
doth make it to abound with riches, and 
doth graciouſly beſtow greater wealth on 
bountifull giuers, that they may cftſoones 
the better gine vnto the needie. Whiles 
theſe offices of Chriſtian Charitic were 
feruent, the workes of Loreto which Clement 
| had begunne, were not altogeather omit- 
ted. For by commandment of Paul the 
Pope, the hurtfull woods were cut downe, 
the myſtic lakes were dricd vp, the hills of- 
fenſiue to the Sacred Seate were throwne 
downe to theground. Atthelame time, 
the Biſhops Pallace was forewarded , the 
porch was built; the thoſe of the Church 
was coucred With ſheetes of lead ; that 
magnificet carued Cruſt of the moſt Sacred 
Houſe (which was not far from finiſhing) 
was chicfelie ſollicited. And now at this 
time, by the Popes authoritie the Archite&t 
pulled downe the old ſmoakie beame and 


the roofe ;and (| becaulc the yauting of the 
| : | | |[Gacred 
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cred Chappell ſorequiredit)he allo beate 
downe the vppermott part of the walles, 
adoxned with {emicircles and paynted 
Potts , togeather with the tops of the bell- 
turrct, and of the chymnie , and built a ſo- 
lide yaut thereon, ſupported more with 
thenew then the old walles; which at that 
time was brightand beautitull,butnow by 
rcalon of the aboundance of lights, blacke 
and ſmoakie. And leſt the negligence of

For beingdiſperied abroad 
and diſtributed from one to another , they 
came almoſt intoall Countreys, who eſtec. 
ming them for ſacred reliques, as reaſon 
required , they exceedinglie increaſed the 
.reucrence of the B. Virgin of Zojzeto , with 
whole religion(as it may well be ſuppoſed)

And 1t 1s YCrie likelie that by this Occaſion i 
Oratories were erected in honour of the 


B. Virgin'of Zoreto, in diuers parts of the 
world,cither asmonuments to their people 
of her ſingular protection , or els as folaces 
to them, whome ſicknes, buſines, or other 
impediments hindred from going to Loreto, 
For it is well knowne ( but at this time

tempeſt, which inforced him to caſt all the 
merchandize into the ſea. And the ſtorme 
beginning to force the ſhip more yehemet- 

ly,all cocetued fo great feare therewith, that 

the Paſſengers and Mariners forlaking the 

veſſell to ſauce them(elues by ſwimming, he 

alone remayned in his ſhippe , defiring to 
preſerue it in as great ſafetic as himſelf, 

being indeed the chicfeſt part'of all his 
wealth . When he ſaw his veſlell full of 
water, he truſted wholic in his yow, and 
iuocated the B. Virgin of Loreto for 
himſelfand his ſhippe . Not in vaine: For

Genua, With no lefſc admiration of himſelf 
then of others, to ſce a great ſhippe half tull 
of watcr,arriue ſafe at the harbour , guided 
by the Pilot alone, executing the office of

And though he ſaw 
all things happen vato him , in ſuch ſort, 
as they might playnly ſect betore him the 
wrath of Almigt.ty God; yet by what de- 
fau'it of his it came,he law not. Thereiore 
being much diſquicted with heauines both

| which he had taxen thence. His praiers 

| were to good etiect: For thisalſo the Mo- 
thcr of God torgaue him, as ſoone as he 

acknowledged his fault, whereby the di- 

ſcale was taken away, and he going cheer- 
fully to Loreto, reſtored the ſtone, and per- 
formed his vow. At that time there. hap= 
pened another, not much vnlike to this. A 
woman of the Territory of Pzcene, being log 
marricd & hauing no children, was great- 
ly troubled in mind , how ſhe might leeke 
every where for remedy againſt her baren- 
nc{ſe. Therfore, I know not who ſaid ynto 
hcr,to gaine the womans fauonr, there was 
no preſenter remedy againſt ſterility , 
then the reliques of the Houle of Loreto, 
preſerued with pious and Religious re- 
lpe& : if ſhe tooke neuer lo little thence, ſhe 
was promiſed to be a Mother in ſhort time; 
which was as fooliſhly belicucd as pro- 
milcd. But by the manuteſt wrath of God, 
| reuens 
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rcuenging her bolde acte, ſhe carried home 
the ſtone which ſhe had taken thence,with 
an ague on her. And the ficknes of the body 
did moleft & trouble her minde fo much, 
that ſhe was not more tormented with the 
burning of the feucr, tlien of her Con- 
ſciece.

he alſo departed out the Church it {eif, but 
prefently by heauely grace returned thither 
againe. You would haue thought he had 
beene mad, and diltractcd in minde, fo far 
did it repet him, ſomctimes of his purpole, 
ſometimes of his penance. And being ſcarce 


 wellin his wirttes, he was ſo difquicted 


in mind and in bodie, that he could nei- 
ther abide the ſight of the Prieſts, nor the 
remorſe of hisownc con'cience. And allo 


- being in great perpicxitic, and doubtful 


what to doe, he remayned three dayes 1n 


theſe cogitations: : But at laſt through the 


ooodnes of God and his B. Mother , new 
zcale oi ſaluation was enkindled in him. 
For by chance being preſent at diuine ſcr- 


| uice, he ſeemed to heare a yoyce fro heauen 
(| blaming 
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paming his delay,& commanding him to 
oto one of the Prielts there prepared, and- 
ro disburden his {oule of his offences with 
purpolc of better lite. That yoice pierced 
and bowed his obſtinate minde, and fo at 
Jaſt being oucrcome, or rather ouercoming, 
all impediments, he prelentlie changed his 
minde , and did as he was commanded. 
Whercby getring happilic out of the ſinke 
ofluſt, he waſhed away all the blemiſhes 
of his life with great aboundace of tcares, 
and rejoycing with heauenlie 1oy ,as men 
arewont to doe , gaue manifolde thankes 
to God and his B, Mother , that he was 
twice delinered from imminent danger of 
bodic and ſonle, by her prote&tion and ta- 
vour., T here was thelike condition of an 
other yong ma,6c the cuet not vnlike,who 
dcing wholie giuen to luſt, & thoſe things 
that follow it, in ſhort time ſpent all his 
Fathers.ſubſtance in wickednes & filthines 
of life; & ywhiles he ſtriued to bring himſelf 
toall naughtines 8& diſhoneſtie, at laſt the 
matter came to that paſſe, thar he was a 
ſcorne,not onelic to mortall men, but cucen 

to the moſters of hell. For the diuellsappea- 
ng vnto him in horrible ſhapes, & cotep- 
touſlybeating! him with ſtripes as their 

ſlave, did not onely inſult ouer the body, |

butalſo ouer the ſoule of the ynhappie yg 
man, threatning to lay vpon him {more 
gricuous & horrible puniſhment(I believe) 
to theend he might _ with theorie, 
uouſnes of his tormets;{o cruell & inceliin 
1s the gouerment of the diuell ouer wicked 
men.And the wretch being thus oppreſſed 
with miſery on euery fide , was cuen now 
almoſt ouercome with deſperation. But ay 
he was thus tormeted in himſelf, &looking 
to & fro, alight appearing ſuddainlic ynto 
him, put him in Kok of ſaluation, and 
brought himin mind of theB. Virgin of 
Loreto, of whole power & benignitie, hc 
had heard many wonderfull things.Wher- 
by his guiltie ſoule being trulie penitetfor 
theimpuritic of his former life , with flo- 
wing teares he began to inuocate the Mo« 
ther of God, that by her fauour he might 
pacun Almightic God, & turne from him 
is heauelic wrath.But forthwith that'in- 
fernall companie reſiſted him, going about 
to imbrace this wholſome determination; 
who turning contept into hatred, &ming- 
ling threats with ſtripes, indeauoured to 
frighten & withdraw the poore man from 
his "nbga purpoſe. But at laſt Chriſtian 
conſtancy ouercame the importunitic of 
the diuells,8& by the fauour and per 
R

ofthe Mother of God, the. yong man de- 
termined to perſcuerc in his purpoſe well 
begunne « Therfore proſtrating his body 
and mind before his moſt benigne Patro- 
nefſe, withall hope and confidence he im- 

lored her aide againſt thoſe infernall fu- 
rics; beleeching her to take from hisnecke, 


the yoke of that moſt miſerable bondage, 
that being once deliuered and freed therof, 


| he might go ioytully:to Loreto, to purifie his 


ſoule trom {ſinne, and to giue due thankes 
to her his Deliuereſle. His hope & praier 
was not in vaine. For-out of hand Alm. 
God gaue him great hope of heauenlie 
help, and repleniſhed him with no ſmall 
10y,driuing thoſe troubleſome tormentors 
faraway, whoſe noiſe &roring was ſoca- 
filie perceiued, that they confell (though 
with much ynwillingnes) that they could 
do nothing againſt Marze. Wheruppo ſcarce 
his owne ma for ioy,he went preſcntlic to 
Loretoas he yowed,& waſhing away all the 
blemiſhes of his life in the Sacramet of C5- 
fcſſhon, gaue hartie thakes to God & the B. 
Virgin; & to certaine Prieſts(wherof Ra- 


Phaell Riers was one, defirous of ſuch newes 


infew ) he ioyfullic declared the heauenlie 
dencfit;, which he had receiued by the 
fauour of the B. Virgin of Lorete. 
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Sheullo delmereth a yong man whom 
the diuell had brought into bondage, 
by reſtoring vnto him a writing 
of his owne hand.

Wheruppo departing preſently out 
of the ſacred Chappell, he went ioyfuily 
ynto the Pricſt,and ſhewed him his hand-

curſes againſt Chriſt, & himſelf that wrote 
it, that 1t may eaſily appeare to be dictated 
by the cuerlaſting enemy of mankind.

ata free State, the 65. ycare of thisage. The. 
cauſe wherof was, for that they were ac. 


culed to be negligent m execution of Iu. 
ſtice, and ſuffering the walls to decayin 
many places. Wheruppon the towne of 
Loreto, Was reſtored to her formerliberty by 
Ps the TITE. about 30. yeares after Paul 
the I TI. had committed it to the Gonern- 
ment.of the' Citty of Recanati ; Who all 
commanded the Goucrnour of Loreto, to 
repay cight thouland Crownes to the Cit- 
tizens of Recanatt, albeit they thould refulc 
it. But the piety of the good Pope, was not 
more notable in augmenting the State of 
Loreto, then 1n adorning the B. Virgin 
herleif, For he ſupplied the number of 
the Chanons,and of the Officers not a litle 
diminiſhed ; with his Pontificall Breue 
eltabliſhed the Colledge of the Society 
of I £svs, which Paul had inlarged, and 
alſo increaſed it with reuenewes. About 
which time, the Cardinall of Carpadepar- 
ting this mortall life, he gaue the Pa- 


tronſhip of Loreto to the Cardinall of /r- 
7 bine 
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me, Who in picty and care towards the 
B. Virgin of Loreto was inferiour to nonc 
of the former Patrons. For firſt he com- 
mitted the Goucrnment of the Houle of 
Loreto to Pomperus Pallanterius ; by whoſe dire- 
&ion he cauled the T hole of the Church to 
be adorned on the infide with coſtly mar- 
ble worke. Alſo at the foote ofa hill which 
;sncere to Loreto, and in the high way that 
oocth to the hauen of Recanatz, he made a 
commodious and well adorned fountaine 
for Pilgrims, and afterward by other Go- 
uernours, did many more notable things 
as in due place ſhall be ſayd,

Loreto, to detend the Sacred Houle with W ( 
fortifications and armes, who (neglecting MW G 
their Countrey and triends) fortified Lo- W tc 
Jeto with rampiers & bulwarkes.

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that ſhe her {elf would youchſafe to defend 
her owne Houle and Clients. Their praier 
and vow had cffe&t. For the B.Virgin mo- 
ther of God, did not onelic keepe the force 
ofthe Barbariansfrom her natiuc Houle, 
but alſo from the Territoric of Preene it (elf, 
Becauſe the Captaines of the Turkith nauy 
ſuddainlie.changed their determination 
of attempting Ancona, and turned their fury 


onthe maritime people of Abruzzo; where 


ſetting their men a land, and taking Ortona, 
Guaſto, Francauilla , and other no meane 
townes of Abruzzo by force , they deſtroied 
them with fier and {word. Hauing for the 
moſt part ranſackt Abruzzo, yet they durſt 
not touch the bordering Countrey, wholy 
expoled to their prey ; euen {o preſent was 
the protection of the B. Virgin of Lorera 
vnto her owne people . Whereuppon 
the Pope himſelf, being molt glad, that 
the Houle of Loreto, was deliuered: out of 
ſuch imminent danger by heauenlie prote= 
Qion , thoughtit alſo his dutie to prouide, 
that heereatter it might not onelic be far 
from danger; but cuen from any feare 


therof, For which cauſe by aduiſe of 


the Archite&ts, he determined to fortific 
thehillsneere to the towne ( whence the 
ecemy might eaſilic aſſault the facred 
Sh.

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Houle ) with walls, fortrefles, ditches, and 
rampiers, to the end that it might not fi 
onelic beable to withitand their (uddaine

\| Lo & did there happen a | greater WW q; 
number better wieneflcd,and Il c, 
more knowne among all people , wherot I n 
this was moſt famous in ail the Chriſtian I ye 
world. The 61. ycarc of this age, 10m Il (| 
Suare 
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Suarez Biſhop of Conymbria (a man famous 
for learning and pietie ) going to the 
Conccll of Trent snUmoned, by Pius the III: 
came out of his way to go to Loreto, about 
{ the Natiuitie ofthe B.V irgin:where duti- 
| fullicmaking his prayer and performing 
{ his vow, he had agreat deſire to build in 
} his Biſhopricke, a litle Houſe like to that 
of Loreto, for Which purpole he deſired to 


K take ſome one ſtone out of the Houle of 


| Loreto it ſelf. But the Goucrnour of the 
| place, and the Patron withſtood it , me- 
| nacing him with the Popes inhibition: 
| Yet Suarez , making honourable ſhew to 
| propagate the reuerence of the B. Vir- 
gin of Loreto in Portugall, obtayned his deſire 
of the Pope by an Authenticall Breue, 
which by Francis Stella his Chapline ( for 
he himſelfwas gone to Trent ) he ſent ro 
the Gouernour of Loreto, who at that time 
was Pompeis Pallanterius. But aſſoone as 
It was reported abroad , that a Prieſt 
of the Biſhop of Conjmbria was come , 
authorized with the Popes Breue , to 
diminiſh the wall of the moſt Maicſti- 
call Cell, in erie deed the thing fee- 
med yerie yniitting,not onelic to the Go- 
uernour and Chanons, but allo to townes- 
lolkes and ſtrangers, &no lcfle pernicious, 
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for the preſent domage, then for future 
example. Whereupon cucric one pronoun. 
ccd, that there would be an end of the 
molt ſacred Cell of the B. Virgin. For if 
once they began to take away theltones of 
the ſacred Houle , in» ſhort time not (6 
much as one would be lett. Notwithitan- 
ding becauſe thePopesauthoritie did vrge, 
aiter diuine ſcruice and a folemne procel- 
fion, the Chanons and the Priclts of Loreto 
aflembled themſclues into the ſacred 
Cell of the B. Virgin , rather to ſuffer, 
then to do that which was comman- 
dcd. For all refolutelic retuſfing ſuch a (cr- 
uice, With a fit inſtrument, Stella himſelf 
pulled and tooke the {tone out of the wall, 
all the keepers of the ſacred Houle laying 
confidently vate him , that it wonld be 
but thort 10y vato his Biſhop , that the 
Minitter offacriledge might take that from 
God and his B. Mother, which doubdlefle 
by the manifeſt indignation of them both, 
he would fhortlie bring back againe. It 
Wasa Prophetic. For hel! wordes{cemin 
to come from heaucn,, pierced the brel 
of theaudacions man, and filled it with 
anxious cares. Whereuppon vncertaine 
what to do( albeit the command of his 
Biſhop did yrge) he ſtaicd eight _ 
alcs 
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daies at Loreto, and ſpentall that time in 
vainc to pacihe Almightic God. For how 
could he aftlwage the heauenly wrath, who 


E ſuffered the cauſe therof to remaine about 
* him? Ac laſt on the Calendes of December 
' he began his 10urney, much treubled in 
: minde With a certaine religious dread 
| &lollicitude. And coming to Ancong With- 
| out any Inconuenience, and holding on 
| his iourney without feare of ill ſuccefle, he 
prelentle percetued that Almightte God 
| did puniſk him for his raſhnefle. Becauſe 
from that time he was alwaics ſo mole- 
| ſted with raine and tempeſtu6us weatner 


(yet perſcucring {till to go whither he in- 
tended) that euerie moment he eſcaped 
many and great dangers of life. For moſt 
of the waics were a/moſt ynpaſlable. by 
realon of lakes and ſtreames which hinde- 
red him. Alſo furious waters encounte- 
ring, threatened him deſtruQtion. Likewiſe 
the horſe on which he rode being not abic 
toſtand, fell downe ; and he himſelf trum- 
bling after, was ſo moiled in the lakes,that 
he was enforced to change his horſes, 
but he had no better ſucceſſe with any. 
And thus diuers accidents hindering his 
vnluckie journey, he came at length to 
Trent, in the end of the moneth of Decem-

ber (having patſed many inconueniencey 
and dangers ) and deliuered the acre 
ſtonevnto the Biſhop, teiling him hoy 
deerlic he had bought it. But the Bithoy 
being made nothing more circumlpee i 
tacrby ( hauing [pace {trangelie giuen bin ; 
to repent ) nor willing to learne by an 
others perill , was taught by his owne, 
For about the end of Februarte , inclo. 
ſing the ſacred ſtone in a filuer caſe and 
preparing to ſend it into Portugal , he 
was {uddainlie taken with an extreme 
burning feuer, and began to be milcra- 
blie anguiſhed and moleſted therwith; 
which brought with it a more gricuouz 
and cruell diſeaſe, to witt molt bitter 
paine of the groine , which permitted 
him to take no reſt at all . Forthwith 
Phiſitians are (et aworke, who applying 
all things in vaine ( becauſe his fickne 
comming to him as a puniſhmeut from 
Cod, the cure therof might verie well 
ſurpaſſe their skill ) they conſtantliepro- 
nounced, that the force and cauſe of hs 
oricte, ſeemed not to them any humane 
thing. Therefore it was belt for him to 
conſider, whether peraduenture Almighty 
God might not inflict that horrible pu- 


niſhment ypon him, for offending "_ 
"An 
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And ſo fearing ynfortunate euent of the 
cure , they departed, deſpairing of his re- 
coueric . Wheruppon the Biſhop was 
yeric ſollicitous and much perplexed in - 
{ himſelf, whether for any ſecret offence, 
| Alm, God had inflicted ſuch horrible pu- 
” niſhment on him. And being thus forſaken 
« # ofthe Phyſitians, he began to be tormen- 
> | ted more 1n minde then in bodie, to looke 
dÞ diligentlie into himſelf. And becauſe he 
| was troubled with a ſcruple about the 
| ſtone which he procured trom Loreto, he 
| ceaſed not to mitigate the wrath of God 
| by all the meanes he could , and with 
ſghes and feruent praicr , to aske pardon 
otthe B. Virgin of Loreto, if perchance he 
had offended , by violating her facred 
Houſe, and to confeſle that he was ready 
to codeſcend to all to make (atisfatio. His 
ptaicr was not vnheard, aſloone as in ſome 
fort he acknowledged and dereſted his 
fault. For within a while, he ſeemed to 
hearea ſilent voice (as 1t were from hea- 
5 Ucn) commanding him toreſtore the ſtone 
# Which he had taken from the B. Virgin of 
\B Toreto . But fearing leſte it might be the 
'K VYaine immagination of a weake .minde, | 
both becauſe he had gotten it by the

\ercitull Mother would vouchlaic to Par- 
lon his pious errour : that ſhe wou!d for- 
M&iuc him, acknowledging his fauit, For he

&cto,againſt her wilk; he was re{olued & de- 
E:crmined forthwith toreſtore that, which 
þbc had receiued thence, and miſtruſted not

E him , who had giuen him this hope. He 
| failed not in his promiſe, nor the B.V irgin 
| his hope. For preſently Suarez commanded 
Stella himſelf (who brought It) to recarry it 
backe to Loreto, With all the fpecd he cou'd. 
Neither in vaine. For he was {carce gone 
out of the gate of the Citty on a horle of 
ood ſpeed, but the Biſhop began to fee'e 
Ponſel better , and out of hand ſent atrer 
him, another Poſt, to charge Ste! to make - 
asmuch haſt as might be. Wheruppnn ta- 
king freſh horſes. and little regarding his 
owne reſt, he poſted ſpeedily day & ni'g' 
making haſt to come to T oreto. pips wi os 
be "hay The neerer he cameto Loreto'as 
afterward by conf-rring togcather the 
times was ynderſtood) the bitter tne Bi- 
ſhop felt himſclf'; So chat ar the ſelf ſame

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time, the ſacred ſtone was reſtored to the 
B. Virgin, and health to the Biſhop. Thi 
ſeemed not to be without miracle, that 
Stellz in taking away the ſacred ſtone, had 
no hardcr and troubleſomea iourney,than 
facile and expedite , when he brought it 
backe againe.

that Michaell and his fcllowes had nor beene- 


taken and brought backe apaine by the 
Barbarians, to be puniſhed with great 
torturc and paine. Wicruppon by his per- 
ſuaſion, all beſought pardon' and helpe of 
God and his glorious Mother, the B. Vir- 
gin of Loreto .

yertue, out of the Goſpell,& Ecclcfiaſticall 
Hiſtorics : the third, the gloric of the Mar- 
tyrs & of the militat Church,& the noble 
vitorics, which they got of their perſecu- 
tours. The Image of the perſons & thing re- 
preſented, were expreſſed {oliuely,that they

For whome allo Iozexſe being very 
folicitous, madea vow to the B. Virgin of 
Loreto, for his recouery , and to good effect. 
For within few houres, breath beginning 
to paſſe more freely, Eſpernon litted vp his | 
ejcs, and by litle & litle comming to him- 
ſelf, knew his friends about him. Wher- 
uppon Toyerſe ſeeing him of vnderftanding 
(tor the vehemency of his paine was ſome- 
thing abatcd) and perceiuing that he felt 
the greatnes of his danger, he came vnto 
him,and bydding him be of good comfort, 
perſuaded him to haue great confidence , 
that our B. Lady of Loreto would help him, 
to whome a litle before, he-had. made a 
yow in his behalfe,asking him whether he 
would ratify it; which fceing he could not 
confirme by wordes , he f:gnited by the 
becke of his head.

| delcrued the firſt praiſe and commenda- 
tion, a man for wealth and piety, with- 
out controuerly the chiefeſt of the German 
Nation; who taking no ſmall ioy for the 
recouery of the Marques of Baden his 
kinſman, 8& alſo well remembring his Fa- 
fiers munificence to the B. Virgin of Loreto, 
ſent and. brought to Loreto, douarics of 
Princely muniticence. Among the gifts 
Which he ſent were a moſt excellent 
TT T9 1-75 1 TR 
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| horſe; a plate of filuer incloſed in Ebony, 


which dota repreſent our B!Lady carrying 
the (weetchiid Iz $vs in her lappe, wity 
S.Ioſeph, the companion of her thght into 
Egipt;a filuer Candlelticke hanging, very 
notable for weight and workmanſhip. For 
the weight 1s eighty poundzand the worke 
ſuch, that foure and twenty branches, az 
it may {ceme, ſhovt out of the ſame ſteme, 
all ſo exquilitly and orderly diſpoſed, that 
they may diltinctly hold ſo many wax 


candles ; which doth hang continually in 
the ſacred Cell of the B.V irgin beforcher 
olorious Image, as a very worthy gift of 
the Duke of Bauaria. But in this it is more 
notable; that he hath alſo cnducd it with a 
yearly penſion. For by name of a dowry, 
the Dake {cnt with it a perpetuall ſtipend, 
that cuery yecare ypon torty feltiuall and 


ſolemne dayes, the ſame might burne be- 


fore theB. Virgin, with tourc and twenty 


white Candles of wax. Soone alter the 
Duke himſclf followed his gitts,anc fourc 
onely accompanying him to Loreto, with 
freth horles he potted thither ynknowne, 
the yeare 1585. The exceeding modelty of 
ſo greata Prince , made his picty the morc 
notable. For contemning humanc dc!l- 
cacice, that he might talt the AIunc more 

avoul- 
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aboundantly, hc eſteemed the publicke and 
magniticent lodgings aſſigned tor the inter- 
taynment of, Princes , letſe then a priuate 
and meane hoſpitall . For inſtecd of the 
trouble and ſtate of a Princely Court, defi- 
ring to giue himſelf to religious quietnes, 
he went very familiarily to the Fathers of 
the Society of Teſus, of which order he hath 
deſerued great honour, and lodged with 
them certaine dayes, being very well con- 
tented with ordinary fare and intertayn= 
ment. But ſo great vertue could not long 
be kept ſecret. For the Gouernour of Loreto, 
ynderſtanding of the comming of the 
Duke of Bauaria, came preſently ynto him, 
and yery curteoully inuited , requeſted, yr 
ny Dortuned to glue him intertaynmets 
ut at laſt ſeemg that he refuſed it with a 
moſt reſolute mind, he departed fruſtrated 
of his deſire. And the molleſty of the Duke 
Was as notable in the Church as in his lod- 
ging. For a footitoole to kneele ypon, and 
achaire to fit in, being prepared for him 
with Princely tarcchels contemned them, 
that he did not ſo much as lookeat them, 
becauſe he came not to ſeeke ſumptuoulnes, 
but piety and deuotion in the Houle of 
our B. Lady of Loreto.

Cardinall 
irgomo a golden Chalice of great price, 
by reaſon of jewells and pearls; a Chry- 
ſtall Croſſe with the Image of Cirilt of 
cold, and foure filuer Candleſticks of 
ereat beauty.Cardmall Riarto ornature of da- 
maske for the Altar and the Prieſt. Augu- 
fine Cuſano ( who afterward was admitted 
Into the Colledge of the Cardinalls ) tur- 
piture for the Pricſt and the Altar of 
gold and filuer; And Pope Gregory himlelt 
much reioycing, that the ſacred Houle of 
Leto was thus reucrenced and adorned 
with gifts, deſired to haue a {peciall gift of 
lis owne, to remaine there for cucr. The 
tourth Sunday of Lent ( called Dommca 
Latgre, of the Introite of the Maile ) ot 
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an ancients ſolemne cuſtome, the Romiz 
Biſhops do conſecrate a golden Role: 'The 
ſtemme or plant wherot is of flouriſhing 
roles of gold, which being put into a gol- 
den Cuppe , & ſtanding on aitriple toote of 
gold,is more thea Cubit 8 halt in height, 
jaid to be worth a thouſand Crowne, 
And this Pontificall gift , wont ( for the 
moſt part ) to be preſented to Queenes, 
Gregory {ent to the B. Virgin of Loreto, as 
Qucene of Heauen and carth. And in the 
madle of the Cuppe, there 1s a godly in- 
{cription, for a remembrance of him that 
paucit. About the ſame time Nxolas Cazctan, 
the Cardinall of Sermoneta , honoured the 
Houſe of Loreto with a new kind of gilt: 
who either for the generall deuotion of his 
family ( for he was of the Houſe of Bow- 
face the eight, whole Popedome thecom- 
ming of the moſt ſacred Cell into Itg) 
made yery famous ) orels of a certaine 
private affection, was wholy deuoted to 
the B. Virgin of Loreto.

2H x ſame yeare, to wit 1595, 
by a new Miracle, Almighty 
God ſhewed what care hc hath 
of the ſacred Houle of Loreto. 
Fora particle of one ofthe (a- 


cred ſtones was brought backe out of Sicily, 


long after the fault was committed and 


- puniſhmet ſuffered therfore, Aboue twen- 


ty yeares, a Cittizen of Palermocomming to 
Loreto, & ſecretly taking a litle ſtone out of 
the ſacred Cell of the Mother of God, by no 
ſhew of piety in that raſh deed, nor the 
Ignorance of the Pontificall idhibition, by 
any meanes could be deliuered from the 
wrath of Gdd. For afloone as he returned 
home, forthwith he was troubled with 2 
orjieuous ficknes. And leſt the cauſe of his 


fuddaine griefe might be doubtfull, yearly 


about 
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about the ſame time, that he committed 
the fault, he ſuffered puniſhment for it. 
Wheruppon ſtregth {uddainly fayling him, 
In the moneth of September or October, he 

——Wwas molelted with a grictous feuer,and by 
iudgment of the Phylitians, there could be 
No natural! cauſe therof;and he acknow- 
Iedged not his fault, colourcd vnder the 
name of picty. But it continued 20. yeares, 
all which timc there was neither cauſe nor 
end of his incurable diſcalſe. And at laſt, 
when no other cauſe of the ſicknes ({tillre- 
turning by courſe) could be found, Reli- 
g10n cntred into his heauy mind , & bcing 
much tormented with a guilty conſcience, 
he opened the wound vnto a Prieſt ; who 
told him thatthe cauſe of his ſicknes, was 
His raſh piety, earneſtly exhorting him to 
reſtore the ſacred ſtone, if he would make 
ſure way for his hcalth. It was ſpoken to 
No dcafe cares, For the ſicke man being 
commanded as it were by a heauely voice, 
dcliucred him the ſacred ſtone, to be ſent 
backe to the place from whence he had 
taken it long agoc. Aſﬀſoone as it was re- 
ſtored , he recouered his former health. 
The thing is well witneſled . Tohn Baptiſts 
Carminata , Superiour of the Socicty of 
Izsys inthe Prouince of Sjaly , lh the 
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| facred ſtone, with lctters declaring the 
whole mattcr, to Rome , to Cardnall Vaſtawl- 
Limo Patron of Loreto, who ſent it ſtraight 
to Leonorius Gouernour of Loreto, With the 
letter which hereceiued out of Syzly, com< 
mading that it ſhould þe carefully putinta 
the place where 1t was before, Wheruppon 
aſſoone as It came to Loreto, Leonorius com 
manding a ſolemne proceſlion, and going 
to the gate to meet 1t, rccarried it to the 
molt ſacred Houle, with the greateſt pompe 
that might be. A meruailous thing to be 
ſpoken and ſcene. It was ſcant brought yn- 
to the fortunate Houſe of our B. Lady; 
when by and by (as if God had ſhewed it) 
the voide place appeared, whence it was 
euident, that fragment was taken twenty 
yeares agone ; and aſloone as it was put 
into his' owne place againe, a remem- 
brance was made in token of the mira- 
cle, to repreſle the boldnes of other Pil- 
grims. About the ſame time, +the new 
raſhnes of mortall men, gaue God occa- 
lion to ſhew new example, in the leſſer pec= 
ccs of ſtones. I finde many cxaples of many, 
who adueturing the ſame, quickly ſmarted 
for their folly , yntill they had learned by 
their owne harme, to reſtore that which 
they had take fro thenc2.But we will omit 
| them 
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them,leſt many things of one kind ſhoulg 
breed tediouſnes. Neither did Almighty 
God ſceme to be more caretull to preſerue 
the ſacred Rones, tha the morter, wherwith 
the ltones themſclues are toyned togeather. I © 
Alexargria is no meane Citty of Lombardy, 
built and (o called by the Confedcrate Cit- 
tics, in fauour of Pope Alexaxder the third, 
A Cittize of which place comming to yi- 
fit the Houſe of Loreto, ſtole a litle morter 
out ofthe molt ſacred Cell of the B. Virgin, 
and returning home bruized it, and put 
it into a filuer caſe, togeather with an 
AGnvs DE I. But his fooliſh piety 
was nothing pleaſing to God and his B, 
Mother. For afſoone as he hung that 
caſe| about his wiues necke (* for what 
cauſe it is yncertaine) the Prince of Diuells 
entred into her, with no {mall company of 
his atrendants : wherwith the ynhappy 
woma being miſerably vexed for the ſpace 
of ninc ycares, to her husbands great griete, | 
at laſt, God of his goodnes.ſent <a remedy, 
Toln Bap'iſtaVaumnus a Prieſt of the Society 
of Ixsvs, preached at that time to the 
2 A of Alexandria,as the manner 1s, Who 
vnderſtanding of the matter by her husbad 
(the author of ſo wicked a thing) forth- 


with exhorted him to rcſtore the ſacred

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| duſt ; if he did, no doubt, but in ſhort time 
his wite would be deliuered from diuells 
wherewith the was tormented.He was ca- 
fily perſuaded. For taking the ſacred morter 
out of the filuer caſe, he himſelf deliuered 
it to V auninus, beleeching him to fend it to 
Loreto with all ſpeed. Their hope deceiued 
them not. For within few dates, three of 
the tormenting diuells, were expelled out 
- of the body of the poſlefied woman, not {o 
much by vertuc of the Exorcilmes,as by the 
praier of our B.Lady. Wheruppon Vauninus 
putting the ſaid morter into a cale , ſent it 
preſently to Loreto, to the Rector of the So- 
cicty of I ts ys, intreating him by letter, 
with all ſpeed to reſtore it, to the ſacred 
Houle of our B. Lady, whence it was ta- 
ken, and to intreate peace and pardon of 
the B. Virgin for that miſerable woman , 
that by expelling the reſt of the tormeting 
diuclls, ſhe would vouchſlafe to reſtore yn- 
to her, her former hcalth;which afterward 
was found to haue happened as he deſired. 
And afſoone as the morter was brought 
backe to Loreto, it Was reſerned in a conue- 
nient place, to be a document to mortall 
men, not to aduenture the like. Allo the 
letter of Vauninus dated on the third of the 
Idcs of Nouember, the yeaxe of our Re- 
Mm TS  dnoptina 
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demption 1579. is preſerued likewiſe there 
in token of the miracle.

Which in 
the mid-way , ſuddainly (ultaincd ſach 
quietnes and calme of ſca ; that for want 
of wind ſhe could not moouec out of the 
place. Wherby many ſculking Pitats were 
preſently at hand, who {preading round 
about, began to aſſault the deſtitute ſhip 
withall their force. And albeit the Chri- 
ſtias were fewer in number; yetat firlt they 
notably withſtood the aſſault of theBar- 


barjans; but at laſt being oucrcome with |

Their praier and yow proucd not in vaine. 

For by & by a thicke miſt ariſing,{o obſ{cu- 

red the light with her darknes, that it tooke 

from the Pirats (grecdily deſiring lo weal- 

thy a prey) the ſight of the ſhip ot Eprdaurus. 

For which cus the Chriſtians acknow-= 

edged the help of the Mother of God, 

and exulting with toy amidſt their feare, 

eaue deuont thankes to God and his B. 

Mother. Contrarily the Barbarians ra- 

ging and gricuing to ſee the prey taken 

ont of their handes, cndeuonred what they 

conld, to recouer the ſhip[which they had 
loſt.But in yaine. Fora certaine night, as it 
were,hanging ouer the ſea, tooke from the 

© the fight of the yeſſell which they purſued, 
J & they thelelugs wandred eucn as men in 
Ent ens 20 ES als 
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darknes. Meanwhile a proſperous winde 
blowing in the cloud, carried the ſhip 
along,which eſcaping all danger by fauour 
ofour B- Lady, arriued fate at Eprdaury, 
whence the Marriners and Paſlengers came 
to Loreto, to pertorme their yow, And this 
was almoſt all that happened at Loreto,

The tirtt Bithop of Lorcro was 
Francis Cantuaus a Cittizen ot Perigra,, ta- 
mous for lcarning and ſanctimony: who 
cnducd that new leate with worthy-Initi- 
tutions and examples.But that Loreto might 
not haue the name ota Citty in yaine or 
impertinently , X»ſius bought the hill next 
to-Loreto ( by the 1nhavitants called Monte 
Regal ) and purpoled to leucll it, that he 
might make more ſpace on that fide, to en= 
large the new Citty. And fot turniſhing 
the ſame with building, he gaue com- 
mandement to all the Citties of P:cene, 
that every one ſhould build there, their 
(cucrall houſes , which they willingly 
obeyed. Meane time, not onely with torce 
but allo with money and good policy , the 
Pope pacified Þzene, and the reſt of his 
owne dominions infeſted with theeues.

For the leaucs of the three dores ſhall be of 
brafſſe , where a repreſentation of all the 
ſacred Hiſtory is to be engrauen with ad- 
mirable art : verily a great worke, and of 
many yeares, and (as by the beginnings it 
may be coniecturea) very notable and ad- 
mirable, ſo indeed, as they who hauc ſcene 
both, may worthily compare them to the 
moſt excellent Icaues of the Church of S. 
lobn Baptiſt at Florence which all do hould for 
a wonder. Truly 1t will bea worthy 
ornament to the Church of 
Loreto, Ca molt pleating 
ſpectacle to Pil- 
grims.

Loreto as not onely honoured 
with gitts but allo miracles. 
For Edmund an Iriſh-Manz 
2 Biſhop of Ardach , came to 
Loreto, to performe his double vow. The 
cauſe wherof wad this. Being driuen into 
'baniſhment for religio,by Elzzabeth Queene 
of England, he fled into Scotland with certaine 
truſtie ſeruants. But wherc he ſought ſuc- 
cour, was his danger. For at the intreaty 
ofthe Queene of England, the Nobility of 
Scotland commanded that he ſhould be caſt 
into priſon. But Edmund vnderſtanding of 
the matter, ſecretly ſhipped himſelf, and 
very prudently hen the ſnares of the 
Queene. Wherby cl{caping that manifeſt 
peril, ſoone after he fell into an other hid- 
den danger, which was not cafuall , but 
by (ufferance from aboue, as doubtles both 
the time of the danger, & the heaucnly help 
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" Set the induetime did manifeſtly ſhew.For 
as Edinund ſailed towards France, he fell into 
the hands of one Drake an Archpirate of Ex- 

gland, the day before the Natiuity ofour B, 
Lady,which the Biſhop &his ſeruants kept 
with great reuerence and denotion. Anda 
vition thewed to one of his company in his 
fleep,put them all in good hope of ſecurity, 
For the night before they met their ene- 
mes, as he was aſleep, one of his {cruants 
ſeemed to fight naked with heretickes ina 
great allembly of men : and being aſhamed 
of his nakednes, a Lady of great beauty 
came vnto him in a white garmet, whome 
he earnelily intreating to ?couer his na- 
kednes, curtcoufly and willingly ſhe couc- 
rcd him with her cloake. When he related 
this viſion ynto the Biſhop, with common 
colent they agreed,that the Virgin whome 
he ſaw in his fleepe, was the Mother of 
God, by whote protection they ſhpuld be 
all defended.

For 
the Maiſtcr of the ſhippe , wherin they 
fayled, albeit in ſhew an Hereticke; yet at 
that inſtant ſhewed himſclfa fauourcrof 
Catholicks. For ſecing the Engliſh nauy at 
hand, and ſuppoting ( as it was ) that the 
Catholicks whome he tranſported , were 
ſought, for their deſtruction, he hid the 
Biſhop and hisſcruants, in a moſt obſcure 
place of the pumpe, and far out of ſight. 
The ſhip was taken by the Engliſh, and 
brought in to England, & the (cruats of God 
lay Be cight daies in the pumpe, the 
Maiſter ſecretly conueying theni vidtuals 
once a day;all which time the Englith Py= 
rats did not negligently ſearch the yeſſell 
which they had taken. For euery day with 
ju rage, they ſearched euery corner, 
oping to tinde out the Biſhop and his 
company , of whole flight and eſcape they 
had notice . So at laſt reuiewing all places 
carctully with lights, they happened on 
the pumpe, and came to the fecret place.

Such was the courage and {trength which

In the meane time, 
multitudes of ſtrangers reſorting thither 
from all places , the. ancient grace and 
beauty of the Maicſty of Loreto began tobe 
renewed, not onely by zcale of pcoples 
hartes, but allo by votaries & gifts increa- 
fing in theſe difhcult times, Cardinal Sſon- 
drato Legate to Bologna , comming to Loreto 
and dcuoutly ſaluting the Mother of God, 
had a great deſire to behold the Image of 
Loreto neere at hand. Wheruppon ſctting 
to a ladder, and going vp with great deuo- 
uotion , after he had well viewed the pro- 
portion of the B. Virgin, he priuately tooke 
of a ring of great worth ( the enſigne of his 
Cardinalty) and at his comming downe 
dedicated it to our B. Lady, cither asa 
pledge of his denotion towards her , or «ds 
as a token of her Patronage towards him. 
Thering 1s of gold, enriched with a pre- 
Cious diamond, eſtimated at fiue hundred 

| Crowncs 


ſhould ycarely be celebrated on the 4, of - 
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1 Crownes. But this is the chiefeſt praiſe of 


Cardinall Sfondrato , Who in the compaſle 
of two yearcs vilited the B. Virgin of Lorets 
three times, and reuerenced her with three 
excellent gifts; fuch ſweetnes did his foule 
find in the moſt Maieſticall Cell of the B. 
Virgin. The ſameycareretnrning from Ba- 
logna to Rome, and comming to Loreto to {a- 
lute his Patroneſſe , he would not thew 
himſclf in her fight without a donary. For 
he dedicated to the B. Virgin a Croſle of 
gold, adorned with beautitull Emeralds , 
{aid to be worth foure thouland Crownes : 
which hangeth at the molt rich chayne of 
precious ſtones of our B.Lady, as a notable 
ornament therof. The next yeare after, Car- 
dinal Sſondrato going to Milan, reuitited the 
B. Virgin of Loretoagaine, and for a pift 
gaue heragold ring with a rare diamond. 
The diamond is bigger than the nayle of a 
mans hand , which being put on the finger 
of the ſweet child Irs vs, with the refle- 
tion of the lights , doth ſhine like vnto a 
Atar,a gift ſo mich the more to be eſteemed, 
becauſe it is well knowne that hc bought | 
it for that purpoſe , for two thouſand 
Crownes . Antony Pallauicino of Cremons 
brought an other diamond in a goldring, 


with peraduenture the like minde, but not 
of 
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of like price , for it 1s worth but a hug- 
dred Crownes . Allo the Cardinall of 
Lorain ſent diucrs gifts of Prince] 

muniticence by certaine men : A chrylta}{ 
Crotle with the Image of Chriſt of gold, 
a golden Chalice ſtanding on a foote of 
©chryltsll, two Candleftickes and two Cre- 
wets with their ewer,a Cupand a ſprinkle 
for boly water, a Pix and a Pax, all of 
exccilent chryltall , gold , and amber), 
eſtcemed at two or three thouſand 
Crownes. The hetres of Cardinall Cz- 
ſis an Image moſt excellently wrought, 
repreſenting the B. Virgin of Loreto, {itting 
on a Houle with many Angells attending 
Tound about her.

Praying there with feruour to | 
hriſt and his B. Mether , Gazea had a | 
creat deſire to behold the countenance and 
-ornature of the B. Virgin with more atten- 
tion : And blaming the impertection of 


her 
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her ſight, requeited the keeper(who at that 
time Was Papyrus N.) to thevy her the Image 
of the Mother of God, more exquiſitly withy 
the light ofa torch. He willingly condeſ- 
cended vnto it. For with a burning torch , 
he ſhewcd her the B.V irgin, and at her in- 


treaty told alſo who gaue all the donaries 


that were about her. Among thereſt, there 
was a frotlet of oriet pearle of good bignes 
and beauty, dedicated to the B. Virgin by a 
Matron of Rome, who being giuen to many 
delightcs and pleaſures, lately departed this 
life, albeit of a cruell kind of death, yet yery 
Chriſtianlike and godly . Beatrice hearing 
this woman named, and knowing her fa- 
miliarly, forthwith burſt into admiration. 
Behold the cauſc , why ſhe, by the grace of 
tne B. Virgin, had ſo godly an end of her 
delicate lite! Then turing to the keeper : 
And I (faid the) would willingly dedicate 
theſe bracelets (then the which I eftceme 


nothing more) to Chriſt and his B. Mo- 


ther, if I thought that the gift ofa wicked 
woman , would not be vngratcfull vnto 
them. The keeper animated the woman 
ſeeming too fearfull , ſaying that Chriſt 
Wwasthe Sauiour, and Marie the Patroneſſe 
of the wicked . Wheruppon 1n continent 
{he pulled of her bracelets made of antique 

| worke, 
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worke, of iewellsand gold, and gauc them 
to the keeper to be offered to Jeſus and his 
B.mother.And prelcntly the Keeper tooke 
alittle forke prepared fer ſuch yſes, and put 
theron both the bracelets, to dixe&t them 
to the moſt ſacred Statua , intending. to 
hang them on the erected fingers of the 
right hand of the {ſweet child Chriit Ie- 
ſus, for at that preſent there was no fit- 
tcr a place. But as he was drawing backe 
the ſticke , he obſcrucd that one of the 
bracelets remained on the forke, and that 
the other hauing paſſed the fingers of 


' the ſweet child Ieſus , was faſtened on 


his hand , ſo fitly, that fitter it-couid not 
be. A meruailous thing . Though the 
Keeper law it, yet he thought it might 
be.donne by chance. But afterward put- 
ting the ſticke thitner againenothing mo- 
ucd out of his place. To hang there allo 
the other bracelet, there happened another 
vndoubted miracle . For by little and lit- 
tle drawing the forke towards him, think- 
Ing that the gifte remained on the ſame 
hand of Chriſt , on which he left it, ſud- 


dainly he ſaw the bracelett remooucd 


from the right to the left hand (the gol- 


den globe which he held in that hand, 


Lid downe in the B. Virgins lap) and

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the ſaid bracelet faſtened theron ſo fitlie 
and fo clcgantly , that by ſetting of lad- 
ders, with leiſure and of purpole, it could 
not be done more. aptly & {eemely. Wher- 
upon the Keeper being ſuddainly {troken 
with a certaine ſacred dread at the admira- 
tion of the thing, ſaid to the woman : 
And Chriſt himſclte doth ſhew, that thy 
gift is very gratefull vnto him ; for he hath 
| put both thy bracelets on his owne hands, 
whiles I was doing another thing.. Wher- 
with the woman (heauenly grace aſſiſting 
her ) ſighed; and whether tor the riot of 
her former life, or els for the late token of

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Nourſe to be brought vp; and becauſe he 
was his onely child , and borne before the 
time, he did often viſit him with great 
follicitude and care. But it chanced that 
fuddaine death tooke away the weake 
child without the Nourlſes fault.Who well 
knowing what danger the was likely to 
incurre by the father of the Child , a man 
of fierce diſpoſition,forthwith fled ſecretly 
to Loreto, putting great confidence 1n the 
Mother of God. Her hope gdeceiued her 
not. For when he ſaw his onely child 
dead, he was ſocnraged with griefe and 
wrath, that he began to blaſpheme God 
and his Saintes, and to ſecke the Nourks 


death . But when fhe appearcd not, he tur- 


ned his wrath on her husband , whome 


he left for dead, hauing giuen him many 
dangerous woundes. Neither did his fury, 
bcing once imbrued in bloud , ſtay it (elf 
heere . For knowing of the Nourſes flight, 
forthwith he Goke his weapos, made Paſt 
eo Loreto, and ruſht into the Church, with 
intent to kill the Nourſe, enen in the moſt 
facred Cell it felf, before the B. Virgins 
face. When he had ſcarched euery corncrof 
the Church in vaine , he came to the 
Cell of the Mother of God, wherea little 
before, the Nowle hauing waſhed away 
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| the blemiſhes of+her ſoule, very deuoutly 


implored the aſliſtance of our B. Lady, 
hyding her ſelf vnder her protection. and 


ſhaddow. But this cogitation came into 


che mind of this furious man, wholy bent 
to do murder. If that he entred into the {a- 
cred Chappell , without doubt his hart 
would beſo molliticd therewith , that he 
ſhould thinke no more of reuenge. There- 
fore turning an other way , he began to 
ſceke all the corners of the Church. But

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others to his owneſaluation . And in'this 
| the protection of the Mothcr of God 
was very apparant, that he went vnto the 
ſamePricit,to whome the nourle had gone 
a little before . Wherby the Pricit hauin 
ſufficicat notice of the whole ſ{ucceile of 
the matter, as loone as he had heard the 
Confeſſion of the Cittizen of Aſcolo, catily 
perſuaded him,being now well pacitied, to 
pardon the innocent woman , and made || 
him faithfully to promiſe,and to thew,that 
in good ſooth he was friends with her. His 
deedes were more bountitull than his wor- 
des. For alloone as the woman returned 
home,he prcterred her to gouerne his houl- 
hould , and her husband (whome he cha- 
ritably cured) ouer his husbandry : wher- 
by the danger turned to their good , by the , 
help of the Mother of God.

| Pope Clement the cight , the Collegialls 
i being called to Rome, and put into the Ro-:

1594« Which is the laſt of our Hiſtory, that 
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it may comprehend the full three hundred 
yeares 6f the Houle of Loreto, And theſe yye 
haue choſen among many , and almoſt jn- 
numerable things,to commit to writing , 
being content to admoniſh the Reader,that 
theaboundance of the mattcrand miracles 
of Loreto is ſo great, that ſo many and fo

This co 
mendation of piety, is not proper to the Pt- 
 Eettans &ltalzans, but comon to the Traſalpines, 
Scthe that dycll beyod the ſcas,ſpecially to 
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Sclauonians, French and Flemings. Neither do Þ 
'  Spamards, Portugals, Polonians,or Germanes faile |} | 
therin. Notwithſtanding two times of the 
yeare are of ſpeciall reſpe&, for the con- 
fluence and celebrity of all people and na- 
tions,the Spring,and the Autumne;wherof 
to the one, the ſacred Conception of God, 
to the other, the Birth of the B. Virgin 
Mother of God, do giue beginning to the 
folemnity. And ech doth continue three 
moneths ;all whieh time the Houſe of Lo- 
zeto is almoſt dayly honoured with great 
concourle of people. For there is no Citty, 
no Towne, no Village, nor no Streete of 
the Territory of Prene , which doth not 
yearly in troupes and multitudes , viſit the 
B. Virgin of Loreto. Whoſe example doth 
inuite the borderers therabout, to wit, of 
Abruzzo, Vmbria, Flamima, Aemilia, and the 
reſt of Italy to deſerue the like praiſe of | 
| Pictie. Their manner of comming, for the 
molt part, is thus. The Sodalities go before, 
euery one both beautified & diſtinguiſhed 
' with their ſpeciall Enfignes and Banners: 
Wherof diuers ( beſides the Image of Chriſt 
Crucified ) do carry before them the Image 
of the Mother of God, and of other Saintes 
excellently repreſented.

For 
it is well knowne, that in thoſe twodayes, 
aboue two hundred thouſand people came
